With Opening of the Federal Reserve Banks Today , 
Government Officials Believe Anaiety of Past Genera- 
tions as to Sufficient Money for Business and Crop 
Purposes will be Destroyed. | ‘ 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—After 
months of work on the part of 
the Federal Reserve Board and 
preparation by the banks -which will 
be members of the new system, the 
twelve Federal reserve banks will 
open their doors to business tomor- 
row. Their entrance into the field of 
rediscount will mark the first great 
change in the banking system of this 
country in the last fifty years, since 
the national bank was conceived and 
called into being after the Civil War. 
The twelve banks, designed to take 
care of the commercial needs of the 
entire nation, are located in the fol- 
lowing cities: Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Richmond, Atlanta, 


Cleveland, Minneapolis, St. 
Louis, Dallas and San 
Francisco. 


For the present the operations of 
the banks will be limited largely to

rency act will be taken. The directors 
of all the banks have been selected, 
the board has named its representa- 
tive for each, and suitable quarters 
aoe been secured in all the twelve 
cities, 
Officials here will watch the 
progress of the system with the ut- 
most interest. It starts on its mission 
with 7571 member banks. Their au- 
thorized capita! is put at $106,795,¢600, 
of which one-sixth has been called and 
is in their vaults. The exact figures 
for the cash reserves in all twelve 
banks has not been accurately com- 
puted, but the estimate puts the 
amount at close to $250,000,000, drawn 
under the law from the present re- 
serve agents of member ’ 
Secretary McAdoo said tonight: 
“The opening of these banks marks 
a new era in the history of business

DREADNOUGHT AUDACIOUS | 


EW YORK, Nov. 15.—Two men 
N who saw the British superdread- 

nought Audacious lying helpless 
in the North Sea, twenty-seven miles 
north of Lough Swilly, shortly after 
she had struck a mine on October 27, 
arrived here today on the steamer 
New York from Liverpool. They con- 
firmed the stories of the loss of the 
warship that had previously reached 
here and added numerous details. One 
statement they made was that the Au- 
dacious might have been floating to- 
day had she not been blown up by the

HILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—Presi- 
P dent Wilson's itinerary and plans 
for the formal opening of the 
Panama Canal and the Panama-Pa- 
cific Exposition announcement of 
which has been eagerly anticipated, 
especially by the foreign powers, who 
will participate in America’s supreme 
constructive and expositionary tri- 
‘umph, were given in detail here to- 
‘day by Lieutenant-Commander Neeed- 
ant L. Jones, naval aide to the Pres- 
ident. 
The itinerary and plans have been 
confirmed by the President. They were 
drawn by Lieutenant-Commander 
Jones and will not be changed. They are 
comprehensive, inasmuch as they in- 
clude both the opening of the canal 
and the exposition. Twenty-seven for- 
eign battleships and seventeen United 
States vessels will participate. All of. 
the foreign officers will meet President 
Wilson in Washington. In outlining 
the plans, the President's aide said: 
‘The twenty-seven foreign ships 
will arrive at Hampton Roads between 
February 10 and 15 and will there 
join the United States fleet of seven- 
teen vessels. The officials will be 
brought to Washington by the United 
States and on February 20 will be tak- 
en to the White House tto meet the 
President.

The Olympic dropped anchor off 
Lough Swilly at 8 p.m. An hour later 
Beames and Griffiths, who were below, 
said a tremendous flash lighted the en- 
tire ship. They rushed to the deck and 
could see for fully twenty . seconds 
afterward burning fragments shoot- 
ing upward from the place where they 
had left the Audacious. Then came a 
roar. It sounded, they said, as if 
some mammoth boiler were letting off 
steam. It stopped as suddenly as it 
came. 
That was the end of the Audacious. 
Everyone on board had been taken 
off and the Liverpool had put the fin- 
ishing touches on the havoc that a 
mine begun on the forenoon of 
that day, the musicians said. 
As a reason for destroying the Au- 
dacious, it was gaid that the battleship 
was hopelessly damaged and that if 
not blown up, she would become a 
menace to navigation. 
One of the new features of the loss 
of the Audacious, according to state- 
ments made on the New York, was 
that the battleship was steaming with 
a squadron when hit by the mine, and 
that immediately, her companions of 
the superdreadnought class, steamed 
away in conformity with the Ad-

He was in his usual 
good health when he left England 
Wednesday with his daughter, Lady 
Alleen Roberts, and his son-in-law, 
Maj. Lewin. The party had a rough 
trip crossing the channel, but the 
aged general felt no il! effects and 
went through with his programme on 
the continent. In fact, he was able 
to return home when death occurred. 
Earl Roberts had motored to the 
British bases and camps, had reviewed 
the Indian troops and had conferred 
with the leading officers. It was not 
until about @inner time Friday even- 
ing that he complained of a slight 
chill. As he was subject to trifling 
chest troubles, he followed his usual 
course and went to bed early. As his 
temperature increased, medical men 
were called in and pronounced his 
condition critical. They relieved the 
general of his pain 4 he fell asleep. 
His death occurred Guring sieep. 

The passing of the great warrior 
has created profound grief through- 
out the country.

“It is es- 
sential that these little ones be placed 
im the very best homes, not house- 
holds where they would be given ev- 
ery comfort for a short time while 
the fervor of immediate charity lasted, 
but permanent, sympathetic homes.

He 
is not blind at all, he only thinks that 
he is blind.’ But they say to Him, his 
friends and neighbors aH say he is 
blind. His father and mother admit 
that he was born blind and so he must 
be. He said you are quite mis- 
taken. That is only another instance 
of malicious animal magnetism. They 
persist in thinking this poor fellow 
blind and he became a victim to the 
error of their mortal mind. 

“Now Jesus said nothing of the 
kind. He admitted the man was blind. 
He spat on the ground and made 
clay and anointed the eyes of the 
blind man and told him to go wash in 
the pool of Siloam. That forever 
stamps him as antagonistic to the 
methods and teachings of this science 
falsely so called. 4 

“This story teaches three things. 
First, that Jesus admitted that there 
was such a thing as sickness and suf- 
fécing in the world. If we wish to 
follow the teachings of the Master we 
will do the same. |

Men with voices may rattle away in 
the pulpit, but the world needs the 
man who is a voice: the man with a 
message and who believes blood earn-

“We need Sunday-school teachers 
who have something more than voices: 
something more than mere teacher 
training: We need teachers who are 
voices; teachers who know by experl- 
ence the realities of the divine mes- 
sage. We need in the churches sing- 
ers who have something more than 
voices, no matter how highly trained 
they may be. We need singers who 
know the reality of the sublime g£0s- 
pel they sing. Such singing reaches 
the heart and is infinitely removed 
from mere technical display. 

“To be a Christian is to be a voice 
through which God speaks to the 
world. To merely have a voice and 
babble eloquently and fluently about 
religion does harm, not good.”

Rev. W. E. Tilroe, D.D., pastor of 
Boyle Heights M. E. Church, 
preached yesterday morning on the 
subject, “The Window into Life.” He 
said in part: 

“Windows are things to see 
nal life, is in our eyes, at the window. 
Born from above, Jesus says, we have 
nothing less than this window into 
life. We stand at its portal today. 

“The first thing in our view is that 
this window into life is the window 
into life. It is not a window in the 
heavens. Nicodemus came asking 
about heavenly things. Jesus said, 
‘I have told you earthly things.’ The 
kingdom of God, salvation, everlast- 
ing life, does not lie open at the 
grave, but at our feet. We are born 
again to find the meaning of life. 
Everybody wants to live. To come to 
the end of one’s days and find thaf he 
had missed the thing he was here 
for, seems an unspeakable calamity. 
Nicodemus had wealth, and learning, 
and position, and reputation, and 
correct ethics, and supposed he was 
living. He was so sure of it he was 
curious only about the next world. 

“He was amazed to find he had not 
begun ta live in this world; that un- 
lees he was born again he never 
would live, in this world or any other. 
in other words, the meaning of our 
stay on the planet is never found, 
but at this magic window the whole 
message of Christendom comes to its 
focus here. Men are born for a new 
birth, another birth, a birth from 
above. May it not be the great com- 
manding place of the gospel of Jesus 
in the earth is exactly the result of 
this great commanding vision? Some- 
how, Christendom must be  ex- 
plained. Why not explain it where 
Jesus says we may; at the window of 
life? 

“Further the window into life is 
the window into life. Except a man 
be born again he cannot see. Noth- 
ing but the new birth interprets life. 
The child eager for play is sure the 
passing pleasure is life. Just in a 
few years he knows it is not life. 
The youth wants to do things. He is 
sure achievement is life. By and by 
he does not. need to be told achieve- 
ment is not life. The funeral of am- 
bition ie pathetic and inevitable. ‘All 
the rivers run into the sea and the 
sea is not full.” Somewhere all men 
grow fascinated with learning. 
and by the wisest will say, 
study is weariness to the flesh. 
Knowledge is not life. 
wildering hour when men say human 
love is life. It seems so likely. The 
sky is black with clouds the day one 
learns the truth. But soon or late it 
dawns that love is of man’s life, and 
love is of woman's life, a part. With 
all ite sweetness love is never life, 
one’s whole existence. Ethical cor- 
rectness is not life. Nicodemus was 
not bad. He was biind. All his 
goodness did not make him see. 
Men never see until they live. There 
is no window into life but the window 
into life the birth from the skies. 

“The window into life is the win- 
dow into life. Standing at it men 
do see. It is of great jnterest to con- 
sider why John shenld remember 
through fifty long years this interview 
of his Master . with icodemus, It 
may have n that Nicodemus was 
a ruler of the Jews. It may have 
been that Nicodemus had a long rec- 
ord as a Christian that we know 
nothing about. The great reason 
doubtless was that the new birth is 
the one commanding Christian en- 
thusiasm. John would never forget 
the great words of his Master about 
it. Down to a very old age it had 
been the light of his life, his life it- 
self. He would have the world at his 
window.”

At the First Congregational] Church 
yesterday morning, Dr. Hubert C. Her- 


ring, of Boston, preached on the sub- 
ject, “The Place of Congregationalism 
in Recent History.” He said in part: 

‘The last half century of Protes- 
tantism in the United States has been 
marked by four great movements. The 
first is the growing together of the 
different denominations. There has 
been a great increase of fraternal feel- 
ing, barriers of division have been 
lowered, and essential unity of effort 
has been attained. The profound 
significance of this movement is per- 
ceived when one remembers that the 
continuance of sectarian strife would 
mean that_the church must lose the 
respect of thoughtful men, and that 
she must at the same time abandon

her hope of world conquest, since a

church competing within itself could 
never make head against the forces 
of paganism and unbelief. The Con- 
gregational fellowship is proud and 
happy to believe that it has made a 
significant contribution toward this 
drawing together of Protestantism. 

“The second movement of the time 
has Deen an intellectual readjustment. 
The growth of the scientific spirit has 
compelled all departments of thought 
to bring their conclusions to the test 
of dispassionate inquiry, and as a re- 
sult to make extensive changes in con- 
viction and statement. This has of 
necessity been the case in the re- 
ligious world. The scientific spirit has 
been able to point out to thoughtful 
Christians certain excrescences, which 
had grown upon the faith of the 
church and which need to be cut 
away. It has also enlarged the uni- 
verse and given to the church a 
greater conception of God. We are, 
therefore, today in the position of 
those who retain unchanged the 
precious historic treasure of the 
Christian Church with the fllumina- 
tion and enrichment which have 
sprung from modern inquiry. 

“The third movement of the time 
has been the awakening of the social 
conscience and a great enlistment in 
the task of reshaping human institu- 
tions in accordance with the mind of 
Christ. Philanthropies, world-wide in 
extent, have been created; political 
evils have been routed; life and health 
have been safe-gcuarded; and at least 
a beginning made in the overthrow of 
the form of organized murder usually 
called ‘war.’ In all this the Protestant 
churches have furnished the inspira- 
tion and leadership in a very high de- 
gree. There is no doubt that they had 
been derelict at many a point, but 
the swift progress toward a Christian 
society, which the half century has 
recorded, is proof that the church has 
at last begun to awaken to one great 
field of her duty. 

“The fourth movement of the time 
has been the expansion of world-wide 
missions from feeble beginnings fifty 
years ago. The Home and Foreign Mis- 
sionary agencies have now come to 
the place where they are touching 


with gospel helpfulness every feature 


of life throughout the nations. They 
are expending between $30,000,000 and 
$35,000,000 a year, and have on the 
roll of their representatives about 
25,000 missionaries. 

“These four great movements are 
the proof of the continued vitality of 
the Church of Christ. In certain other 
lines she has not made. progress 
parallel to these which have been 
named. It is unfortunately true that 
no age excels in every branch of ef- 
fort: but those who love the church 
way well take heart of hope and dedi- 
cate themselves afresh to the bring- 
ing in of the Kingdom of Christ.

Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher, pastor 
of Temple Baptist Church preached 
yesterday morning on the subject 
“Human Grasshoppers.”

“The story of the twelve spies sent 
by Moses to investigate the land of 
Canaan is a familiar one. Ten of these 
spies made an adverse report and two 
gave a favorable one. The ten said: 
‘We saw giants and we were in our 
own sight as grasshoppers and so 
were we in their sight.’ It was not 
necessary for the ten cowardly spies 
to say that they looked like grass- 
hoppers in the eyes of their enemies 
for that wag self-evident. 

“When a man feels like &@& grass- 
hopper himself and looks like one in 
his own eyes, he may be sure that 
hie enemies will not put any higher 
estimate upon him than he puts upon 
himself. It is also a striking fact that 
two sets of people can look at the 
same object and make such a diverse 
report, All twelve admitted that Ca- 
haan was ‘the land of opportunity, 
but unlike the Los Angeles Ad Club, 
they did not ‘boost in unity.” Charles 
Kingsley uttered a tremendous truth 
years ago when he said: ‘A man sees 
only that which he has the power to 


“T heard of a ectentist who went 
crazy studying gnats. He was a great 
naturalist and gave himself for years 
to the study of gnats. He finally be- 
came mentally unbalanced. He had 
fairly good sense if you could get the 
gnats out of his head, but ff you got 
to talking to him it would not be 
long before the subjet of gnats would 
come up and then h» was off. One 
day a friend was taking him for a 
frive through a beautiful valley. 
There suddenly loomed up one of the 
most magnificent mountain ranges in 
the country. The friend said: ‘See 
that beautiful mountain. Ien'’t the 
coloring superb?" The ‘daffy’ scientist 
turned his eyes in that direction and 
said: “Yes, but see that swarm of gnate 
all around tt.’ Everything he looked 
at or studied seemed to associate it- 
self with gnats. 

“These spies from the land of Ca- 
naan were just like that. Yes, there 
was milk and honey and luscious fruit, 
but what were these with giants on 
every hand? What were these when 
they felt and looked like grasshop- 
pers? These spies, therefore, influ- 
enced the children of Israel to turn 
down the report of Joshua and Caleb, 
who said: ‘It is a great land of oppor- 
tunity; let us go up at once and pos- 
sess it." What was the real differ- 
ence between these two men and the 
other ten? We do not have to guess 
at tt. God eave: ‘My servant Caleb 
had another spirit with him and hath 
followed Me fully. Him will I bring 
in the land whereinto he went.’ Caleb 
and Joshua were men of another 
spirit. They saw giants, but they did 
not feel like grasshoppers.”

Jesus was neither a revolutionist nor 
a reformer, he consistently refused to 
champion the cause of any faction or 
class in his day, but he gave utter- 
ance to eternal principles of righteous- 
ness that are mastering the world 
and he released moral energies that 
are transforming men and nations. 
“Reforms work from without in- 
ward. Reforms have to do with habits, 
with customs, with mere symptoms of 
the “body politic.” The Christian re. 
ligion works from within outward. {t 
strikes at the heart of evil and seeks 
to capture the citadel of human 
thought, purpose and affection. From 
this center it works outward upon the 
habits and customs of individualy and

communities. If the whole State had 
voted overwhelmingly for every re- 
form on the docket on November 3 
the following day the sun would have 
shone upon the same number of un- 
regenerate men and women.” 


REV. R. F. THRAPP. 

FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH. — 
GOD'S WORD, LOVE. CHURCH AND 
HOME WILL STAND FOREVER, THEY 

CAN’T BE SHAKEN. 

At the First Christian Church yes- 
terday, Rev. Russell F. Thrapp spoke 
on “Things Which Cannot Be Shaken.” 
He said in part: ' 

“When the earthquake of a few 

since held the Pacific, Coast in 
its arms, shaking it out of its slum- 
bers, perhaps many others besides the 
speaker recalled that striking passage 
in the Hebrew letter, ‘Whose voice 
then shook the earth: but now He 
hath promised, saying, yet once more 
I shake not the earth only but also 
the heaven.’ Yet once more signifieth 
the removing of those things that are 
shaken, as of things that are made, 
that those things that cannot be 
shaken may remain. 

“The reference in this passage is 
to the shaking of the earth at the 
giving of the law, and to that latter 
shaking of the heaven, also, in which 
the outward forms of Judaism—its 
types and shadows—the ‘things which 
can be shaken,’ were removed out of 
the way in order that the essential 
truths they represent, the ‘things 
which cannot be shaken,’ may re- 
main. 

“But, the text suggests more than 
that. It implies that whatever can 
be shaken is only temporary and will 
be removed. Thére is nothing like 
an earthquake to impress the truth 
that, ‘we have here no continuing 
city,’ that the whole order of things 
in the material world ts transient, and 
will In due time pass away. The 
things that are seen are temporal. 

“In such a time -we are living now. 
Ev@ything is being shaken and 
tested. We are living in an age of 
question, research and analysis. Noth- 
ing is considered too sacred or ven- 
erable to escape the interrogation 
point. There is a divine purpose in 
it all, that the truth may stand out, 
clear and unmistakable. 

“There are some things which can- 
not be shaken. 

“First: God's word. ‘Heaven and 
earth will pass away, but My word 
cannot pass away.’ Our conception 
of God's will, revealed in the Bible, 
may change, but the truth is more 
unchangeable than Gibraltar’s rock. 
Let us found our faith upon the word 
of God, and not upon human opinions 


and traditions.

“Second: God's love. 
may change, but God's love and 
friendship, never, He never began to 
love us because of any merit we pos- 
Sess, and He will not cease to love 
us because of what He may discover 
in us. ‘He is the same, yesterday, to- 
day and forever.’ - 

“Third: God’s church. The forms 
of religion and our methods of work 
may change, but, Christ said that noth- 
ing wvtld prevail against His church. 
What mighty enemies have arisen 
against it, but yet it lives, and like 
a giant goes marching across 
centuries.

Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin, pastor of 
the First Unitarian Church, preached 
yesterday on the subject, “Is the Ser- 
mon on the Mount Practical?” He 
said tn part: 

“We can select texts, interpret 
them our own way, and formulate al- 
most any programme of action we de- 
sire out of the gospels. In this way 
the king can find justification for 
kingship; the slave holder, even, can 
justify slavery: the socialist can read 
the gospels and find socialism every- 
where, while the anarchist has no 
trouble In thus proving Jesus to be the 
first great anarchist. Bouck White tn 
his ‘Call of the Carpenter’ depicts 
Jesus as a great, militant economic 
revolutionist, whose one alm and de- 
sire was to head a revolt against the 
economic depotism of Rome, even 
making the beatitudes and the Ser- 
mon on the Mount a war cry of mili- 
tant resistance to the powers that be. 
We can, in this way formulate almost 
as many programmes of action from 
the gospels as there are desires in the 
hearts of man. 

“I think we get the real message 
of the Sermon on the Mount when we 
take it not as specific commands to 
be carried out with Htera) exactness, 
but when we take it as illustrating 
the attitude of soul man must come 
to tn hie feelings toward his fellows. 
Jesus always taught by concrete fllus- 
trations. When Jesus said *“Whoso- 
ever smiteth thee on the right cheek, 
tirn to him the other’ and ‘give to 
him that asketh of thee, and from 
him that would borrow turn not thou 
away,’ He was not issuing commands 
to be literally and unreasoningly 
obeved, but wae fllustrating the dis- 
position one should have toward his 
fellows. Man has not risen to what 
he ought to be until the impulses of 
his heart are to return good for evil; 
until the passionate desire of his heart 
is to serve his fellow man in any way

T\UTCH GRAIN SPECULATORS. 

The Amsterdam and Rotterdam Dutch 
merchants are evincing a discreditable in- 
clination to profit by the misfortunes of 
the Belgians. 

A press cablegram from The Hague says 
that the Dutch Minister for Agriculture, In- 
dustry and Commerce has ordered the bur- 
gomaster of a northern province to buy, 
on behalf of the state, all the wheat and 
rye put on the market. 

This course, which was only reluctantly 
adopted, was necessitated by the attitude 
of the dealers and farmers themselves, who 
steadily opposed the efforts made to keep 
prices at a reasonable level by withhold- 
ing stores for purposes of speculation. 

Wherever an attempt to raise the prices 
fs discovered the government will seize the 
stores, and the burgomasters in all agri- 
cultural districts will be appealed to to co- 
operate in this direction. Similar measures 
‘wil. probably be taken with regard to peas 
and beans. 


CALL FOR MEDIATION. 

The French newspaper La Nation 
calls upon The Hague court to heed the 
evident desire of all nations to progress 
through pacific methods to end .the present 
wer. 

"Is it not a fact,” asks La Nation, “that 
since the Napoleonic era there has been no 
period where so many wars have occurred 
at the instance of the great nations as since 
the establishment of The Hague court?” 
As a matter of fact, since Czar Nicholas 
issued his famous manifesto calling the 
nations together, we have had the war of 
the Transvaal, the Russo-Japanese contest, 
the wars in Morocco and in Tripoli, the 
first and second Balkan wars and now the 
conflagration among the powers. . 

“But the time is approaching,” says La 
Nation, “when some method should be 
found to put a stop to this overpowering 
contest. And when we look at what the 
AB.C. powers accomplished in the case 
of Mexico, is it not possible, perhaps, that 
‘mpediation may again be found useful?” 


OVERNMENT IMMIGRATION BUREAT. 
Government Emigrant Inspector C. I. 
Green of New York has formulated a plan 
for providing immigrants with homes and 
occupation which has met the approval of 
the Washington authorities. 

His plan is to prevent immigrants from 
remaining and congesting in New York or 
Boston arid to place them on farms where 
they are noeded, for there is a scarcity of 
ggricultural laborers everywhere. Farmers | 

all over the country will be invited by ad- 

vertisement to send requisitions for labor- 

ers, with full statement of what work will 

be required, what wages they will pay and 

their preferences as to the nationality of 
the worker. 

Upon the arrival of a steamship the 
aliens will be examined as usual. Those 
who are found eligible and who desire em- 
ployment will be registered. Their names, 
nationality, ages, occupations and other 
particulars will be entered in the registry, 
and they will be forwarded to such places 

- @8 may be open for them. If no place is 
found for the immigrant at his trade he 
will be recommended to farm work. The 
men will be sent where work is most plen- 
tiful. 

Families in want of domestic servants 
will be invited to file similar applications 
fm the inspector's office. 

The government plan is intended to in- 
clude unemployed citwens as well as im- 
migrants. No fees will be expected of 
either employer or employed. Where the 
immigrant has no funds to carry him to | 
the place of employment the government 
will procure him a ratiroad ticket, the cost | 
of which the employer will be expected to | 
deduct. from his wages and remit to the 
office of the government inspectors.

UR TRIUMPHANT HARBOR. 

In the six weeks following the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal 32,000 tons of 
merchandise from Atlantic Coast ports 
were laid down on our wharves at the port 
of Los Angeles. This was double the hand- 
ling during any previous period of cor- 
responding length. It was 30 per cent. of all 
tonnage moved to the Pacific Coast by water 
during the period and 65 per cent. of the 
tonnage normally moved by all carriers to 
this city from the territory east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

The impelling causes for the turning of. 
the freight units to new trade lanes were 
the improved fast service and reduced rates 
which the steamshtp companies offered be- 
tween the east and west, coincident with 
the opening of the canal. Their reductions 
in rates, compared with the then and still 
existent railroad rates, range from 20 to 60 
per cent., and further reductions are con- 
templated. 

As Los Angeles’ freight bill on commodl- 
ties moved from Atlantic seaboard and con- 
tiguous territory runs into the millions of 
dollars yearly, it follows that the reductions 
made by the steamship companies and the 
transferring of our preponderant inbound 
tonnage to them means that we are €¢et- 
ting freight at lower cost than formerly. 
Therefore, we are getting an instant re- 
turn, and it would seem that we can count 
on an ascending return from the $5,500,000 
that hag been or is being invested in the 
harbor at San Pedro. 

The economists also tell us that the re 
mapping of the transcontinental -trade lanes 
at thé demand of reduced steamship rates 
is merely the prelude to a period of indus- 
trial development without parallel in South- 
land annals. Their argument fs that inland 
manufacturing concerns cannot long sur- 
vive under a condition of affairs where coast 
to coast rates by water are lower than in- 
termountain to Pacific Coast rates by rail. 
It follows, they assert, that inland factories 
will seek tidewater locations, preferably 
those nearest to their markets. Southern 
California has the growing markets, there- 
fore many of them will come here to drive 
and to hum and fill the dinner pail. 


A DREAM COME TRUE. 

When work was begun on the Panama 
Canal and the people of Los Angeles bonded 
themselves to improve their harbor it was 
predicted that with the completion of the 
waterway a great maritime business would 
be built up for the port of Los Angeles. 
Hard-headed business men, looking into the 
future, could see ships of all nations carry- 
ing the products of Southern California to 
many world ports. They saw extension of 
markets to South America and other coun- 
tries and closer relations with Atlantic 
Coast points. They had faith that the manu- 
facturing and agricultural] industries of 
Southern Catifornia would be tremendously 
stimulated. They believed that the short 
cut from ocean to ocean would make Los 
Angeles a world port known wherever the 
ships of civilized countries sail. Now the 
dream has come true. A great maritime tn- 
dustry for Los Angeles is no longer merely 
a prophesy. It fs an actuality. 

The local agent of the American-Hawalian 
Steamship Company has announced that the 
first shipment of oranges through the canal 
will be sent on one of the company’s freight 
steamers next J ry. The company has) 
equipped six of its big steamers with re- 
frigeration machinery and {is preparing to 
carry Southern California fruit to the east 
in great quantities. Each of the ships has 
a capacity of 100 carloads. While the Janu- 
ary shipment wil! be, in effect, a test of the 
freight rates that will be fixed later, it is 
certain that they will be much lower than 
by rafl. This will mean a stiffening of the 
competition with Florida fruit and better 
chance for success in competing with for- 
eign fruit which, on account of ruinous tar- 
iff legislation, is a serious menace to this 
country. 

And this is only the beginning. When the 
steamer bearing the first cargo of golden 
navel oranges passes through the Panama 
Canal it will be the forerunner of a long 
anfi never-ending procession of other ships 
carrying the products of the fields, orchards 
and factories of the Southland to a world- 
wide waiting market. It will mean greater 
demand and a greater tax on the fertility 
of our soll and the development of our re- 
gources. Recently compiled statistics show 
that Southern California produces annually 
in crops and manufactured goods $350,000,- 
000. This is a tremendous showing and in- 
dicates strong, steady growth, but it by no 
means represents the limit of what thts 
wonderfully favored region can produce. 

‘With transcontinental raflroad facilities 
constantly improving and fleets of ships 
sailing from the harbor to ports h sup- 
ply millions of people, growers and want- 
facturers here will have a greater - 
stantly growing demand to meet. oO t 
on earth has so many advantages in loca- 
tion, soll, climate and character of popula- 
tion as Southern California. A hundred new 
manufacturing industries are being added to 
los ‘Angeles this year. Thirty new fac- 
tories are being built. New orange, peach, 
apricot, walnut and olive groves are coming 
into bearing and more trees are being 
planted. Hitherto unused land fs being re- 
claimed. WLife-eciving water to make these 
lands productive is being conserved in 
mountain watersheds. ; 

The limit of Southern California produc- 
tion -will not be reached when its annual 
output ts $1,000,000,000 a year. When the 
full influence of the Panama Canal has been 
felt, together with the natura] expansion of 
business inevitably coming to Southern Cal- 
ifornia, there will be a demand for $1,000,- 
000,000 worth of products every year. Even 
the most conservative business men believe 
that an era of great commercial expansion 
and prosperity has dawned for Southern 
Celifornia. And the tmportant thing is that 
it fe not all in the future. Right now we are 
feeling substantially the benefits of the 
Panama Canal and the connection it estab- 
lishes between this port and the rest of the 
world.

FEton, 
Sandhurst and Addiscombe prepared him 
for the great career he was later to have 
and he received a small commission in the 
Bengal artillery tn 1851, later serving as his 
father’s aide-decamp. In 1856 he was at- 

ed to the quartermaster-general’s staff 
in India and, through twenty-two years of 


service, finally rose to be quartermaster- 


general himself. 
But in the meantime he played a brilliant 
part in Britain's Indian campaigns, espe- 


cially in the Indian mutiny of 1857, where | 


he received his first wound. He won his 
Victoria Cross in 1858 when he distin- 
guished himself in single-handed combat 
with two Sepoys, capturing the standard 
from them and later striking down a Sepoy 
in the act of killing one of his own men. 
He was 
made captain two years later and proceeded 
to reap glory from the extraordinary effi- 
ciency with which he dispatched a great 
expeditionary force to Abyssinia, when he 
made the innovation of embarking each unit 
complete with equipment, instead of using 
the’ old-fashioned system of sending men 
and equipment on separate ships. 

He returned to India in 1868, and eight 
years later undertook the entire manage- 
ment of the brilliant Durbar when Queen 
Victoria was proclaimed Empress of India, 
in 1876. 

After that he reorganized the Indian 
forces and won his baronetcy in the great 
Afghan uprising in 1878, when Britain’s rule 
in India trembled in the balance. It was 


then that he used the famous flanking tac- | 


tics with such brilliant result which the 
armies in the present war are ambitious to 
emulate. 

The German Emperor admired him of all 
Britain’s soldiers and has repeatedly enter- 
tained him, and decorated him with the 
Order of the Black Eagle on the occasion 
of a visit to England. He was made com- 
mander-in-chief of the Indian forces in 1885, 
and elevated to the peerage with an earldom 
in 1892 as Lord Roberts of Kandahar, tak 
ing his title from his then most famous mill- 
tary engagement. 

He returned to England and was created 
field marshal in 1895 and later succeeded 
Lord Wolsey as commanter-in-chief of the 
British forces. The Boer war broke out in 
1899 and in 1900 he landed in South Africa 
himself and personally lead the guards into 
Pretoria a week later, as he had promised 


| them he would. In 1901 honor upon honor 


was heaped upon him. He was given the 
Order of the Garter by Queen Victoria di- 
rectly he landed in England. He was re- 
celved by all the available royalty and 
reigning statesmen of the country when he 
arrived in London, including the then 
Prince and Princess of Wales, afterwards 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra. He 
was accorded a grant in Parliament of half 
a million dollars and received the official 
thanks of the empire for his achievements. 

Soon after that he retired from active 
official service and devoted his great 
knowledge to the National Defense League, 
which had for its object the promotion of 
national conscription, which he foresaw 
would be so vitally necessary for the safety 
of Great Britain in tite near future. He was 
the author of two notable books—“The Rise 
of Wellington” and “Forty-one Years in 
India.” 

In the death of Lord Roberts England 
has lost one of her big little men—for 
this great soldier was but five feet seven 
inches high.

They pay a 
great deal of attention to dreams and when 
they are to have a feast they play any game 
or perform any dance as some one of their 
number may have dreamed it. Once a year 
they have a day of mourning and it is the 
only day in the year on which the names 
of their dead may be spoken among them- 
selves. 

It will be observed from these state- 
ments that in a mild way they developed and 
fojlowed a good many ideals. They de 
pended on fishing and on more or less 
spontaneous crops from the overflow of the 
river for food, and not many of them are 
deeply interested in the development of the 
land which the government has now ap-

ASSING OF COLORED FABRICS.

Germany during recent 
years lms become the largest and almost 
the only manufacturer of aniline dyes. Veg- 
etable dyes are obtained from heather and 
iris root procured in Northern Scotland 
and Persia, and the east furnishes vegeta- 
ble dyes; but the manufacture of aniline 
dyes made from coal tar and petroleum is 
almost a monopoly in Germany. 

It is the ingenulty of Germany which has 
enabled her to establish a monopoly of the 
manufacture of aniline dyes. “It is,” says 
the Boston Monitor, “system and progress 
which have been the very keynote of Ger- 
man success in business, whereas other 
countries have been too inclined to rely 
upon methods a little antiquated.

CRITICISES BOARD 
OF SUPERVISORS. 


COURT DECLINES TO REMOVE 
KERN COUNTY OFFICERS 
BUT Is CAUSTIC. 


(lOcaL 

BAKERSFIELD, Nov. 15.—The 
opinion of Superior Judge Clark of 
Centura county in the ouster pro- 
ceedings against the five Supervisors 
of Kern county has just been re- 
ceived here. The judge declines to 
remove the officers, but criticises 
their methods and their attitude on 
the moral questions involved, declar- 
ing that “they seem to have de- 
liberately resisted any attempt to bet- 
ter moral conditions.” 

He adds that it is amply proven 
that the board permitted intolerable 
conditions in the West Side oil fields, 
“portions of which were honeycombed 
with dens of vice.” 

The court declares that the con- 
tention of the Supervisors that they 
possessed no personal knowledge of 
the conditions complained of was not 
disproven, and that there was no evi- 
denee whatever of any alliance with 
the liquor interests. He adds that ow- 
ing to the fact that officials in ouster 
proceedings have no right to a jury 
trial and the Supreme Court has just 
decided in the case of y Marshal 
McKamy that they have no right of 
appeal, the law clearly requires that 
charges must be proved beyond a 
reasonable doubt as in criminal pro- 
ceedings. 

In closing, Judge Clarké says: 
“Ample provision has been made by 
law for the’ recall of these officials. 
Furthermore, it is provided that elec- 
tors may initiate ordinances and that 
the referendum may be invoked 
against proposed ordinances of the 
various counties. In view of the fact 
that these very salutary and prompt 
weapons have been placed in the 
hands of the electorate itself, it does 
not seem to me that this proceeding 
should be longer entertained.”

THE HOLY CITY OF LONG 
BEACH, Nov. 156. — Chief of 


Police Cole has detailed a squad of 
policemen to stand guard in and about 
the courtroom when the trial of Her- 
bert N. Lowe, wealthy florist and al- 
leged “social vagrant,’ which is to be 
begun in Police Judge J. J. Hart's 
court tomorrow morning at 10 é’eclock. 
It promises to be the most sensation-. 
al trial ever held tn this city. The de- 
tails surrounding the apprehension of 
thirty-one men on the charge that 
they were “lewd persons’ will not be 
censored, The trial will be public, 
the attorneys and court announced 
today. 

Special Officers Warren and Brown 
will tell on the stand at the outset of 
their raids upon comfort stations on 
the beach, and upon certain cottages 
in this city, notably that of Lowe at 
Broadway and Junipero street. Chief 
Cole and four of his regular potice- 
men will also be witnesses for the 
State. Attorneys Roland G. Swaffield 
and Phillip Swaffield will appear for 
Lowe. Deputy District Attorney Ong 
has charge of the State's case. 

“My client ts absolutely Innocent.” 
stated Attorney Swaffleld this evening. 
“T am going to show up these despic- 
able operations of ‘stool pigeons’ 
whose evidence ts not credited by de- 
io citizens and will not be by this 
ury 


“The people of Long Beach owe a 
debt of gratitude to Mr. Lowe for 
pleading not euilty and proceeding to 
show up this damnable outrage upon 
‘the citizens of Long Beach by import- 
ed sleuths who are versed in the art 
of getting alleged evidence against 
citizens. It tis a frame-up, pure and 
simple, against my client, and he will 
be discharged by this jury and this 
court."’ 

The ban on the sale of poisons was 
iNfted today by Chief Cole. As far 
as official police knowledge goes, none 
of the “vagrants” arrested by War- 
ren and Brown have made attempts to 
buy polson except two, whose weak- 
ness in suggesting the poison route as 
“the best way out” led to the edict 
against poison-selling. 

Although the arrests of the “social 
vagrants” and the suicide of Ranker 
Lamb at Point Firmin yesterday con- 
tinues to be the all-absorbing talk

detained in some institution, we cor- 
responded with the South Dakota au- 
thorities.

“I answered that letter. I said 
nothing could be accomplished by 
writing such stuff to me. I mailed it 
at 6 o’clock last night and, of course, 
it has not reached her yet.” 


STRAIGHTFORWARD STORY. 

Mr. lewis related the contents of 
the letters, but would not vouchsafe 
a motive in so many words. He said 


he had not been unduly kind to the 
Niles girl or unduly severe. He would 
not say that it was a case of black- 
mail, only “she is trying to break 
me 


“This situation is one of the hazards 
of my work,” he philosophized.

She wae next taken 
by the Ballantyne family of Hermosa 
Beach, but an episode on the beach 
proved too much for the new 
guardians. She found a home for a 
short time with a family named Jar- 
rett on a farm near Lancaster, but 
it was the old story over again. 
STRONG INDORSEMENT. 
Julius E. Brown, president of the 


board of directors of the Children’s 
Home Society, called on Mr. Lewis 
in the jail yesterday. 

“I have only the highest respect for 
Mr. Lewis. I believe his character is 
above reproach, his integrity and 
honor not to be Impeached,” he said. 

“Especially in connection with this 
case am I convinced that he is inno- 
cent. Our records at the home show 
that this girl ios had a particularly 
unhappy Mfe ana ‘+ the possessor of 
a particularly uni.:ppy character. 
Such charges as those made against 
Supt. Lewis ere coenstany ip 
mind. Wherever she has been in sev- 
eral homes, she has always made the 
same charges. It has become an ob- 
session with her. 

«Further, her character is very de- 
ficient in a certain way, and we have 
had to exercise extreme caution in 
preventing her influence being baneful 
among the younger children: Mr. 
Lewis thoroughly investigated the 
charges t she had made against 
other men, and | am certain that he 
is erftirely guiltiess in this regard.

Her mother 
died nine years ago, but before that 
the girl had lived long in an orphan- 
age in South Dakota. She has three 
sisters and a brother, but she does 
not know where they are. She says 
she will be 18 in December, but she 
looks three years younger. 

Eight years ago Ida was given by 
the South Dakota Home to the fam- 


lly of Will Carpenter, who brought 
her to Holtville, in Imperial county. 


ily placed her with the Children’s 
Home Aid Society in the home at 
No. 2414 Griffith avenue, Los An- 
geles, the Juvenile Court at that 
time appointing Mr. Lewis her guar- 
n. 

“On July 1 of this year,” the girl 
said tonight, “without previous warn- 
ing, Miss Emma Snyder, the assistant 
matron, told me I was going away on 


the train. ‘You will find out where 
later,” she said. The secretary of 
the home, G. F. Whittey. took me 


to the train and put me on it. He 
told me that Lewis had so isestructed 
him, that I was to go back to the 
South Dakota home at Sioux Falls, 


According to Whittey I was to 
get off at Del Monte, where I would 
be met by Mr. Stuckmen of the 
South Dakota institution, who was to 
take me back. When I h 
from the train at Del Monte I was 
met by Lewis, who took me 
Monterey. We stayed there 
hotel one night. Lewis got separate 
rooms for us. 
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
